Washington—The national capital 


is talking about the achievements 
of Owen D. Young, whose skillful 
handling of the reparations confc-r- 
ence at Paris was largely responsible 
for its success. 


"When distinguished servi.e is ren- 


dered in war time, it is customary 
for congress to authorize a medal 
of recognition. The war department 
has given distinguished service rne- 
dals to many who were engaged in 
war time tasks in Washington. But 
the American commissioners 
who 


went to Pans did not represent the 
government nor were they in the 
service officially of any department 
here. 


Ths only precedent for recognition 


by congress came when Command- 
c- Eyrd made his north pole flight. 
Although he was on leave of ab- 
eence from the navy, a resolution 
was nevertheless passed expressing 
admiration for his feat. 


The significance of Mr. Young's 


accomplishment is being commented 
on as far-reaching. 
Indeed some 


members of congress are saying that 
it is the most constructive piece of 
work done by any individual since 
the war ended, _,<P,resident Hoover 
Ifjh been tfuiek to extend his congrat-" 
illations. He is a close friend of Mr 
Young and lias followed intimately. 
the details of the negotiations.

because enough money is assured to 
the allies from Germany to pay the 
allied debt1! to the United States. 
' "While a modification of the exist- 
ing agreements on reparations was 
assurr-d by the president insofar as 
annu'tieg to America are concerned, 
there is little doubt that congress is 
m the mood to approve the entire 
settlement and this in effect is what 
it way be doing if it recognizes in 
some formal way Mr. Young's parti- 
cipation.

Washington —OP)— Charles G. 


Dawes, the new American ambas 
sador to Great Britain, who is sailing 


today from New 
York for England 
to enter the diplo- 
matic field for the 
first time, will be

new envoy probably will be called 
upon to represent the United States 
will be a familiar one—reparations. 
As the negotiations for the further 
discussion and ratification of the re 
cent experts' agreement on the Ger- 
man war indemnities are carried on 
in Europe, Mr. Dawes may act as 
an observer or possibly a represen- 
tative of this country. The former 
vice president has a full knowledge 
of this question, having had the 
leading part m the formulation of 
the first reparations agreement in 
1924. 


Mr. Dawes will find on the dip- 


lomatic program of his new embas- 
sy post several minor Anglo-Amer- 
ican questions, among which is the 
discussions between the two govern- 
ments over the rights of territorial 
possession In the frozen Antartic. 
The expedition of Commander Rich- 
ard E. Byrd to the South Pole has 
occasioned the interest of Great Brit- 
ain because of the Antartic explor-

The two Massachusetts 
justices, 


who throughout their tenure on the 
nation's highest bench have been 
noted for their agreement on consti* 
tutional questions, wound up their 
work for the recent session with dis- 
agreements from the majority view 
in two cases of outstanding Import- 
ance, the OTallon railway case and 
the fight for citizenship by Rosika 
Schwimmer, Chicago pacifist. 


Holmes has been a member of the 


court since 1902. He is the senior 
point of service and his 88 years 
make him the oldest man who has 
ever held a place 
on that bench. 


Brandeis is 73 and has been an as- 
sociate justice since 1916, when he 
was appointed by President Wilson 
and confirmed 
over the opposition 


of a number of prominent men, in- 
cluding William Howard Taft, now 
chief justice.

The public changed, but Rosika 
did not. She kept right on preaching 
:j>eace. She has been at it ever since. 
She naturally made herself unpopular 
in America when we were fighting, 
and afterward. Just how she stands 


. now with the nation it is hard to tell. 


• But her standing with the courts 
is 


quite clear. 


She cannot become an American 


citizen, even now, because when ques- 
tioned by the federal judge in Illinois, 
she declared that she "would not take 
up arms personally" for the United 
^States or any other country. It may be 
that Rosjka Schwimmer is an undesir- 
able person, unworthy of American cit- 
izenship. But a good many Americans

present. The tractor and

methods of cultivation have increased 
production 50 per cent more rapidly 
than our population since the World 
war. It will not be necessary to expand 
the ner.farjm area, of .the-nation for at 
least another decade. 


"Nearly all the requisite increase in 


our crop acreage," he says, "could be 
obtained by cultivating the crop land 
that is now idle on farms. In addition to 
this idle crop land our,farms contain 
more than. 100,000,000 acres of plough- 
able pasture, as well as areas that 
could be cultivated if cleared 
and 


drained." If distribution methods im- 
prove as they .s.hould,. there is not 
much danger o£ the country going hun- 
gry for a good long time. What is true 
of the United States is true of as many 
qther countries, • even-'• siicli'• old coun- 
tries as England and France.

This latter 
was given tthe Holy See in the form 
of a .letter of credit on the Bank of 
Italy.

denials. The jury was out six hours. 


From the scaffold he attempted to 


picture himself as a sort of Robin 
Hood, who "stole from the rich and 
gave to the poor" but they drove thf 
wagon out from under him before he 
became convincing.

For chewing insects a coating of 


arsenical poison is -placed upon the 
foliage in the form of either spray 
or (Just. 
The majority will be con- 


trolled readily, provided they absorb 
these poisons. On the other hand the 
control of sucking Insects depends 
upon contact insecticides—materials 
which kill by closing the breathing 
pores of the pests or by their caustic 
properties which destroy the tissues 
of the insect With wnich thev come 
in contact. 


Most effective of the arsenical poi- 


sons for che\\ing insects is arsenate 
of lead, used in cither dry or liquid 
form. Three teaspoons of the powder 
dissolved in one gallon 
of water 


gives a spray of sufficient strength. 
Plants that possess a glossy or waxy 
foliage are benefited by the addition 
of one ounce oi.' soap to every gal- 
lon of spray. This addition helps the 
liquid adhere closely to the foliage. 


The same material may also be 


used in dust form when combined in 
the ratio of one ounce of powdered 
arsenate lead to four and one-half 
ounces of hydrated of airslaked lime 
and four ounces 
or superfine sul- 


phur. Thorough coating of the foli- 
age is essential for results.

Nicotine sulphate may be purchased 
from florists and seed houses and is 
used at the rate of one teaspoonful 
to a gallon of water together with 
one ounce of laundry soap or fish oil 
soap. Various nicotine dusts are also 
available, and are composed usually 
of nicotm<^ sulphate lime and sul- ; 
phur.
